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It is a somewhat curious fect that the cul- 
tivation of the natural grasses is of compar- 
atively recent origin.

It appears to have been something to 
OK \ » Publis which they had never been accustomed, and 
it was more than a century after that time, 
before English farmers began the practice of 
collecting the chaff anl refuse seed from 
their barn floors and their hay ricks, to sow 
on their fields to hasten the grass crop. 
Previous to this practice they had relied 
upon the luxuriancs of nature, and had cut 
the wild grasses for winter forage, but had 
never, 80 far as history informs us, been ac- 
eastomed to collect and save and sow the 
rss seeds as we do now. The systematic 
and skillful raising of grass for hay is there- 
fore of modern origin. 

Asto the artificial grasses we know that 
when our ancestors left England they were 
not known there. The common red clover 
was not cultivated as a distinct crop till long 
after. It was not tried till 1633, and it was 
not till 1769 that an effort was made to 
collect and save the seeds of the best 
gtasses, and so unusual was it, that in that 
year the London Society fur the Encourage- 
ment of Arts, offered premiums for the 
collection of the seeds of the wild grarses 
and experiments in their culture, and com- 
parative value. The mildness of the English 
climate admitted of a reliance upon the 
natural products of the soil, since it was but 
Svery brief period at most when any stall 
feeding was absolutely necessary. But the 
severity of our New England winters soon 
taught the Pilgrims and the Puritans that if 
they were to live here they must help nature, 
and lay ina store of hay. The best they 
could do at first was little enough, and we 
read of whole herds dying of starvation 
through the long and trying winters. They 
Were not perhaps open to the charge of cru- 
elty, because they did the best they could, 
no doubt. They tried to do as they had been 
scoustomed to in the old country, and it
